As regards yesterday's Washington Post story about "disappearance" 
of the North Vietnamese 325th Division from SVN, R. Ja ck Smith explained 
that there is no evidence that this Division has left SVN.

Smith pointed out that the cease-fire is in effect that 

the situation remains unsettled. appears to be in trouble. DDP noted 

that he has asked for a study of possible successors in the event of 

a coup, particularly looking to successor possibilities among the military. 
DDCI note d that in President Johnson's telephone call yesterday, 

invited to visit the President in Washingtoti soon. 

Kent reported that NIE 11-8 will be before USIB next week, and that 
copies of the text will be available tomorrow.

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Houston reported that the Agency memo on is

Bross reported on a meeting with General Carroll and other top DIA 
officers to discuss approaches to the job of jointly surveying and assessing 
U.S. PI facilities. A joint determination will be made of which U„S. facilities 
are to be considered national as compared with those that are departmental. 

A letter for DCI to send to BOB outlining the status of this project will be 
prepared in the next several days. 

DDS&T reported that CORONA was launched yesterday on time. There 
was some difficulty. The orbit is lower than expected. Programming needs 
some rejuggling. 


DDS&T reported that Carl Duckett had met with Hyland yesterday with 
the DCI's letter responding to certain concerns raised by the Hyland Panel. 
Hyland was pleased with this. Hyland also agreed that the Panel henceforth 
will submit a written report of its findings. 
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Executive Director noted the Consolidated Fund Drive taking place 
between 15 September and 15 October. He particularly urged efforts to 
support contributions to the Educational Aid Fund.
